We may slightly anticipate next year’s report by saying 
that in the fall of 1927 every child in school had all dental 
defects remedied. 

In June graduation exercises were held at the Town Hall, 
and a class of five received diplomas as follows: 

Paul Burke, Rena Connor, Charles Partridge, Rosella 
Partridge, Ronald Palmer. Of these the first four were 
from the Mills school, and one from the North school. There 
was no eighth grade at the South school this year. 
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During the year the work in arithmetic and history as 
prescribed by the State Program was outlined more in de- 
tail, definite references were given and placed in the hands 
of the teachers. This has proven to be of considerable 
assistance. Supplementary reading books on historical sub- 
jects were purchased. 

There is need of new books for use in language and 
grammar. At the South school the toilets should be re- 
placed by chemical toilets. The blackboards are also unsat- 
isfactory. At the North school the toilets are also in need 
of improvement. 

As a whole the schools are in good condition, and the 
pupils made real progress during the year. The teachers 
have been loyal and co-operative, and each one has worked 
hard for the improvement of her school. We wish to 
thank them, the school board, and the parents for em eX- 
cellent support and good-will.

Dear Sir :— 

In accordance with the terms of an agreement executed 
between the town of Sutton, and the New Hampshire For- 
estry Commission, we are submitting a report of White 
Pine Blister Rust Control work performed in your town 
during 1927. 

Last March, at their annual town meeting, 77 towns 
and cities appropriated $28,800 for Blister Rust Control, 
in co-operation with the State Forestry Department. This 
was an indication that irrespective of other important pub- 
lic work, white pine growth is considered a valuable local 
asset and one worth protecting. 

Many are the persons who do not realize that today, 
Blister Rust Control has assumed almost a work of National 
scope, for 17 states from Maine to California are engaged 
in the destruction of currant and gooseberry bushes, the 
plants which spread this fatal disease from infected to 
healthy pine trees. 

More than 40 towns and cities in New Hampshire 
have carried on control measures until their pine areas 
have been covered the first time over. Many other com- 
munities are also working with this goal in view. 

There is attached to this letter a financial report indi- 
eating the expenditures made in your town during 1927 in 
the eradication of currant and gooseberry bushes. Should 
there be any information of special interest to you which 
is not contained in this report, we shall be pleased to 
further advise you upon request. 
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We would also suggest that this report be read at 
Town Meeting and such sections as seem advisable included 
in the annual report of the town.
